Fruit  Tree  planting  has  been  declining  for  the  past  fifteen  years  and 
many  of  the  old  Fruit  Tree  Nurseries  changed  to  growing  Ornamentals, 
Those  remaining  in  the  Fruit  Tree  business  curtailed  their  plantings 
to  a  small  percent  of  what  was  grown  fifteen  years  ago.  The  droughts 
of  1930 ?  1932  and  1934  killed  completely  thousands  of  bearing  trees 
and  so  weakened  others  that  they  are  no  longer  profitable,  should  be 
removed,  and  replaced.  The  low  temperatures  of  last  winter  took  a 
heavy  toll  of  both  bearing  and  young  trees.  The  result  is  that  there 
is  not  available  in  the  Nurseries  half  as  many  trees  as  needed  for  re¬ 
plants,  not  mentioning  any  new  plantings.  Due  to  light  plantings 
and  heavy  losses  in  bearing  trees,  fruit  production  is  expected  to  be 
on  the  decline  for  a  number  of  years  to  come,  resulting  in  better 
prices . 

We  Nurserymen  had  already  sold  a  large  percent  of  all  stock  available 
for  this  season’s  delivery  before  realizing  the  shortage  was  so  acute. 
Wholesale  Nurseries  immediately  increased  their  prices,  in  many  cases 
doubled  and  tripled,  but  it  was  too  late  as  they  had  little  left. 

We  still  have  a  good  assortment,  but  not  in  large  quantities.  Our 
prices  have  been  slightly  increased,  but  our  trees  are  still  lower  than 
three  or  four  years  ago  when  they  were  plentiful.  Next  year  Fruit  Trees 
will  be  scarcer  than  ever  as  only  a  5%  seedling  crop  was  produced  in 
1933,  and  the  midwest  drought  wiped  out  the  crop  again  in  1934. 

If  you  have  replanting  to  do  or  contemplate  planting  a  new  orchard, 
and  trees  are  available  now,  we  re c crime nd  purchasing  your  trees  with¬ 
out  delay.  If  obtainable  at  any  price,  trees  will  undoubtedly  cost 
more  next  year. 

The  quality  of  our  stock  was  never  better  and  we  can  still  furnish 
most  varieties,  especially  in  the  smaller  sizes.  In  case  we  should 
be  out  of  a  variety,  and  you  have  a  second  choice,  please  mention 
same  in  making  up  your  order.
